Elba police solve several burglaries

On April 15, the Elba police re- 
ceived a report of a burglary at 550 
Adkinson Street. 

The home of Jeanette and Willie- 
Calvin Tillis had been burglarized 
and $6,114 worth of jewelry was re- 
ported missing. 

An investigation by Elba police 
led to the arrest of two Elba juve- 
niles last Thursday, June 2. 

Assistant Chief Maxwell Hooks 
stated that $4,500 worth of the stolen 
jewelry was recovered at the time of 
the arrest. 

The youths, one of which was 
charged with burglary in the third 
degree and theft of property in the 
first degree and the other was 
charged with receiving stolen prop- 
erty in the first degree, were turned 
over to juvenile authorities. 

During the investigation of the 
above crime, another burglary was 
solved.

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Elba City Council approves additional 1¢ sales tax

The Elba City Council officially, 
and unanimously, approved an addi- 
tional 1¢ sales tax, effective August 
Ist. Along with the increase in the 
general sales tax, the tax on auto- 
mobiles will increase from a half 
cent to a full cent. City Attorney 
Mark Vaughan explained this places 
Elba in line with surrounding towns. 

According to a previous agree- 
ment, the additional tax will be split 
55%/45% with the local school sys- 
tem. The school will get the 45%. As 
spelled out in the new tax ordinance, 
the school can only use this money 
“for payment of utilities, main- 
tenance and supplies.” 

That clause was added in an ef- 
fort to insure that council members 
Earl McCollough and Brad Wilson, 
who both have wives teaching in the 
schools, could legally vote on the 
measure. 

A representative of Revenue Col- 


lection Services addressed the coun- 
cil with an offer to collect the sales 
tax for the city, The firm promises 


faster turn around of the money and , 


a collection fee of less than half the 
amount presently charged by the Al- 
abama Department of Revenue. 

Elba now pays $11.40 per ac- 
count, per month for every account, 
regardless of tax paid. The private 
firm will charge $5.00 per account 
or no more than the monthly pay- 
ment, whichever is less. 

No action was taken, The matter 
was tabled to allow city officials to 
check references on the firm. 

Mrs. Juanita Scott was appointed 
to a vacancy on the Zoning Board of 
Adjustments. Two other vacancies 
on this board will be filled at a later 
date. 

The council voted to seek bids on 
reroofing the old high school au- 
ditorium presently leased to New 
Abundant Life Church. Council 
members were told the lease requires 
the city to maintain the roof. 


City officials were informed of a 
$100,000 claim filed against the city. 
The claim alleges the man drank 
Elba water which had chlorine in it 
and became sick. The matter has 
been turned over to attomey for the 
city’s insurance carrier, 

Bills totaling $23,198.08 were ap- 
proved for payment. 

Eddie Crawford was approved as 
a police officer. He will work in the 
housing projects. The council also 
approved the working of several 
auxiliary radio operators in the po- 
lice department at $5.00 per hour. 
They will fill in when needed and be 
getling ongoing training to improve 
individual efficiency. 

The police department answered 
50 complaints during the past re-

fill Water Project.” 

In January of this year, an emer- 
gency grant ($171,500.00) was re- 
ceived from the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Economic and Community 
Affairs to install a water system for 
residents living near the new county 
landfill. 

Rev. Danny Maddox addressed 
the commission concerning the 
progress of the water project. 

He began his remarks with the 
statement, “The time has come when 
District One can no longer be put on 
the back burner.” 

The water project in question is in 
District One as is the county’s new 
Subtitle D landfill. 

“I’m very concemed about the 
water project for Highway 125,” he 
said. 

Maddox went on to say that he 
had seen documentation that indicat- 
ed this water Projet was part of the 
regéonal landfill concept. 

He said, “It should have been 
done a long time ago - if not all, at 
least in the Wise Mill area which 
was specifically listed in your origi- 
nal plans for the landfill,” 

Maddox noted that it took only a 
few months to construct a one and a 
quarter million dollar landfill while a 
relative small water project has not 
even been begun in more than six 
months, 

“This doesn’t make any sense,” 
he said. 

According to Rev. Maddox, he 
has spoken to more than one contrac- 
tor who stated that the construction 
of the water project should not take 
more than 20 to 24 working days. 

“We want good drinking water,” 
Maddox said, 

Several of the residential wells lo- 
cated along side Highway 125 have 
been tested and have been found to 
be contaminated with harmful bacte- 


ria, 

It should be noted that this con- 
tamination IS NOT due to the newly 
constructed Subtitle D landfill, 

Maddox commented that instead 
of arguing over where and how new 
courthouses are going to be built that 
commissioners should be concerned 
about people drinking contaminated 
water.

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Additional writs of indictment by 
grand jury served by deputies

Last week, two more Coffee 
County men were notified of their 
indictment by the Coffee County 
Grand Jury - Elba Division. 

The grand jury was convened on 
May 23 & 24, 

William “Bill” Waldon, of Cedar 
Lane Drive in Elba, was indicted on 
four offenses. Two of the offenses 
were sodomy in the first degree and 
the other two were sodomy in the 
second degree, 

Waldon was arrested on Novem- 
ber 19, 1993 by the Elba police and 
placed in the Coffee County Jail. He 
was later released on a $100,000 
bond. 

The arrest came as a result of an 
investigation that was initiated by 
the Elba Police Department when 
they received a complaint of sodomy 
and sexual abuse of juveniles, 

The writs of indictment by the 


grand jury were served on Waldon 
on June 10 by the Coffee County 
Sheriff's deputies. 

Waldon was allowed to remain 
free on the existing $100,000 bond, 

Also indicted by the grand jury 
was Lorenzo DeLoach, alias Pea- 
body, of Route 2, Box 314-D of 
Elba. 

A true bill of indictment was re- 
turned against DeLoach for unlawful 
distribution of cocaine. 

He was served with the writ of in- 
dictment while in the Coffee County 
Jail. DeLoach has been in jail since 
his arrest on February 3, 1994, 

DeLoach’s arrest came as a result 
of an investigation by the Elba Po- 
lice Department, 

Bond was set at $7,500 at the 
time of his arrest but he has been un- 
able to arrange bail, 

Arraignment for both defendants, 
DeLoach and Waldon, is scheduled 
for Thursday, June 23, 1994, in the 
Elba Courthouse.

Clinton Budget Leaves Defense 'Defenseless' 


While President Clinton was 
saluting the fallen in Normandy last 
week, the House of Representatives 
approved the second year of his six- 
year defense strategy, which will bring 
our forces down to an all time low not 
seen since the end of World War II, 

He calls for $156 billion in 
defense cuts by 1999 in order to help 
pay for his domestic agenda spending 
programs, The $264 billion fiscal 
year 1995 Defense Authorization bill 
represents the 10th consecutive year 
of defense cuts. Let’s consider the 
implications of this defense budget. 

As a percentage of gross do- 
mestic product (GDP), the Clinton 
national security strategy will bring 
defense spending down to 2.8 percent 
of the federal budget by 1999 — the 
lowest since before Pearl Harbor. 

We will force another 180,000 
active duty, national guard, reserve 
and civilian personnel from the ranks 
this year; that’s 15,000 people let go 
each month. As a nation, this abys- 
mal level of interest in our security 
needs will force us into the same 
costly unpreparedness that we have 
experienced after every major con- 
flict this century. 

Although I feel this defense 
billis woefully inadequate, a number 
Of positive provisions were included. 
The President’s request of a 1.6 per- 
cent pay raise for active duty military 
was increased to 2.6 percent; our 
young men and women in uniform 
deserve no less. 

This bill also corrects a gross 
disparity created by the Clinton tax 
bill, by giving military retirees the 
same cost of living adjustment 
(COLA) in 1995 that federal retirees 
will receive. 

The new budget also provides 
support for service members suffer-

ing from Persian Gulf Syndrome by 
directing the Secretary of Defense to 
begin an outreach program to inform 
Persian Gulf vets about the illness, 
and encourage them to register with 
the Defense Department. This will 
help us get to the bottom of this 
illness and provide long-overdue 
treatment. 


The military installations of 


Southeast Alabama — the Air Uni+ 
versity at Maxwell Air Force Base, 
the Standard Systems Center (SSC) 
at the Gunter Annex, and the Army 
Aviation Warfighting Center at Fort 
Rucker — all continue to play a vital 
role in our Nation’s defense. 

This year’s budget calls for 
quality of life enhancements for per- 
sonnel and their families with $11.7 
million going for family housing and 
student dormitories at Maxwell. 

Fort Rucker begins the first 
year of its neighborhood revitaliza- 
tion plan with $18.5 million to im- 
prove 302 housing units for junior 
enlisted families. 

The Gunter Annex also re- 
ceived $3.7 million more to upgrade 
and modernize the “Block House” to 
enable the Standard Systems Center 
to handle the additional mainframe 
computers they will receive as a re- 
sult of becoming a regional comput- 
ing center for the Air Force. 

From a national security stand- 
point, the President’s 1995 defense 
bill falls short and threatens the secu- 
rity of this nation and its interests. 

The restless peace and revolu- 
tionary state of the world today should 
tell us to be vigilant, but I fear we are 
falling into the same old traps that 
forced us to spend billions of dollars 
to rebuild our military after World 
War II, Korea and Vietnam. We 
ought to know better. .

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It is very difficult for any of us 
living today to imagine being with- 
out refrigeration of some kind. I re- 
member very well when we had “ice 
boxes”, but I will try to tell some- 
thing about how it was even earlier. 

Most all families grew up on 
home cured meats. They had tin cans 
that held 5 gallons. Meat was 
smoked and placed in these cans that 
were then filled with hog lard and a 
tight lid placed on top. This kept the 
bugs and insects from getting to the 
meat. Nearly all had smoke houses 
to cure meat to be used. Pork was 
about the only meat, other than 
chickens, that was used, On rare oc- 
casions some one would kill a beef. 
With no refrigeration it was an- 
nounced in advance so that the 
neighbors would buy portions of it. 
It had to be used before it spoiled. At 
times when the owner of the beef 
had meat left to spare, he placed it 
on fresh cut pine boughs and cov- 
ered it with the pine and went down 
the road to find buyers. Beef was not 
a staple of that day. Hog killing time 
was looked forward to for fresh 
meat. 

Ice making was invented by Dr. 
John Gorrie in New Orleans in 1844, 
Like so many new things, it did not 
seem to catch on for some time, The 
first time it was used to any known 
extent was for a hospital at Apalachi- 
cola, Florida. I am sure that it was 
widely used in many places long be- 
fore it came to the end of the railroad 
town of Elba. 

The railroad came to Enterprise in 
about 1900. I am sure that it arrived 
in Elba about the same year. Ice was 
shipped from Dothan to Enterprise 
and Elba by box car. A tarpaulin was 
placed on the floor then 300 pound 
blocks of ice were placed on it. That 
was covered with another tarpaulin 
and saw dust piled over that for insu- 
lation to prevent melting. 

The first person that I knew of 
handling ice in Elba was Dave Lu- 
bert. He bought ice from L.H, Moore 
Ice Company in Dothan and it was 
shipped by the car load to Elba. He 
built a cold storage building nearby 
on Railroad Avenue and Williams 
Street, across from the old Shelby 
Morrow Store. He only served Elba 
residents. 

It was amazing what ice meant to 
people. They could keep their food 
safer for longer periods of time. Iced 
drinks were so refreshing in the hot

Bonneau-Jeter was the only one in 

Elba. Comer DeVane drove and 

Louis P. Mullins went with him and 

they took Dave Lubert to Montgom- 

ery to the nearest fire station to try to 
resuscitate him. Of course it was to 
late, but he was a leading citizen of 
Elba and every effort had to be 
made, 

Gulf Ice Company had the first 
ice plant in Enterprise and it burned. 
David H. James built an ice plant 
there in 1930, After our plant burned 
in 1936 he started sending ice to 
Elba by truck. He rented a building 
on the corner of Northwest Davis 
and Claxton to store ice and eventu- 
ally put a meat cold storage in also. 
There was so much demand for ice 
that his truck left Enterprise with a 
full load and was stopped so many 
times on the way to Elba that there 
was little left when it arrived. Kim 
Bowers ran the Elba operation. Later 
Dozier and Gussie Bryan had an Ice 
Cream Parlor there or next door. 

Flournoy Whitman saw a need for 
a plant and started one on the corner 
of Buford and Claxton. He also had 
a meat cold storage place. He started 
making ice in 1940-41. It was not 
long before he found out he could 
buy ice from James cheaper than he 


We, like lots of families, had an 
ice box. Ours was a large oak box 
that held at least 100 pounds and had 
two side doors for storage, It was 
porcelain lined with a funnel that 
caught the melted ice water and let it 
fall into the sandy soil under the 
screened in back porch. Beside the 
ice refrigerator was a metal slot for 
ice picks and beside that was a 
heavy pasteboard device with a 
clock face and one hand that you 
placed on the pounds of ice you 
wanted if you were not at home. 

All of this is rather quaint today 
but in that day and time you were 
living high on the hog with these 
modern conveniences, 

The best I remember, the electric 
refrigerators began to appear in Elba 
in 1930-31. The cooling machinery 
was a large round device that sat on 
top of the refrigerator. 

It was some time before they 
were widely used. Many that had 
them continued to buy ice because 
the ice from the electric refrigerator 
was not clear, but had a milky look. 

What a different day and time we 
live in today. With our appliances of 
today it is difficult to believe how 
we once lived. Our side-by-side re- 
frigerator-freezers, and over-under 
combos are great and to me it is hard 
to imagine getting along without a 
microwave. :

surrounding country side. This was ~~ 


first done with mules and wagons 
and later by truck. Some of the ones 
that worked for Lubert Ice Company 
were: Horace Smith, Tup Davis, 
Alva DeVane, Charlie Rhodes, Cres- 
sie Grimes and at least one Black 
man named Marvin Lenier. His son, 
Marion, worked also. It was a thriv- 
ing business. It meant so much to 
people that it is hard to imagine du- 
ing without ice, 

Mr. Lubert changed from water 
power to the more reliable diesel 
fuel motors after the flood of 1929. I 
am not aware of what year. That

Be it ordained by the City Council of 
the City of Elba, in the State of Alabama, 
as follows:

esources), an amount equal to three 
percent (3%) of the gross proceeds of 
sales of the business except where a dif- 
ferent amount is expressly provided here- 
in.

Washing machines, clothes dryers

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Cost of city water may increase

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board is considering some revisions 
in the user rates for city water, Re- 
viewing the proposal at the last 
board meeting, board members were 
told the new, increased rates would 
affect mostly heavy water users. 

The board took no action, but 
members agreed to study the plan 
and discuss it at the July meeting. 

Comparisions with surrounding 
communities indicate Elba rates are 
much lower than those in other Al- 
abama communities. 

The statewide report shows An- 
dalusia, Opp, Samson and Enterprise 


water rates higher than those in Elba. 
One example in the higher volume 
use shows Elba customers paying 
60¢ per 1,000 gallons, compared to 
$5.04 in another community for the 
same amount of additional water. 

Engineer Bobby Lee reported to 
the board, from the statewide survey, 
that 8,000 gallons of water presently 
cost a home owner in Elba $6.75, 
while the same amount of water in 
Enterprise would cost a home owner 
$33.23. 

Again, reporting from the state- 
wide survey, the average minimun 
water rate, without commercial, for 
communities the size of Elba is 
$9.42 while Elba charges only $5.35 


minimum. This includes normally. 


higher rural rates from across the 


State, 

he average for the first thousand 
gallons above the minimum is $2.54, 
while Elba charges only 70¢ for the 
same amount. 

The proposal under consideration 
for a household with a 3/4" meter 
(the normal) would be $7.00 for the 
first 3,000 gallons. 

The next 3,000 gallons would 
cost 90¢ per thousand gallons. That 
rate drops in steps to 60¢ per thou- 
sand for all water over 16,000 gal- 
lons, 

Rural water rates would be high- 
er, with the minimun set at the same 
$7.00, but for only 2,500 gallons. 
These rates would step down to 80¢ 
per thousand gallon for all over 
12,000 gallons.

Grand Jury. The arraignment is 
scheduled in the Elba courthouse be- 
fore Judge Gary McAliley. 

Both the indictments were for 
misapplication of property, Class A 
misdemeanors. Conviction on each 
charge is punishable by up to $2,000 
fine and/or a year in the county jail. 

Neither of the indictments ac- 
cused Haywood of personally taking 
public funds or of benefiting from 
the misapplied money. 

Haywood was indicted after a 
complaint was filed with the District 
Attorney by a group of Elba citizens 
and the resulting investigation by In- 
vestigator Steve Weekly of the Al- 
abama Bureau of Investigation. 

One of the indictments arose from 
the 1993 sale of two city owned gar- 
bage trucks which had been pur- 
chased in the waning months of the 
last administration in anticipation of 
the city wanting to get back into the 
pickup of household garbage. 

The city council voted to place 
the $100,000 plus funds in a special 
savings account to be used if the city 


later again decided to get back into 
the garbage pick-up business. How- 
ever, according to the indictment, 
the funds were placed in the city’s 
general fund and spent. 

The second indictment was re- 
portedly for two checks written in 
the fall of 1993 to Attorney Jackson 
W. Stokes and signed by Mayor 
Ricky Haywood, for a total of 
$4100. The city council had declined 
to pay Stokes’ submitted bill for ser- 
vices as city attorney, citing their 
1992 naming of Attorney Mark Vau- 
ghan as city attorney. 

Haywood initially declined- to 
comment on the indictments when 
contacted by this newspaper and sev- 
eral other representatives of the me- 
dia. Neither he, nor his attorney G, 
A. Lindsey, have publicly indicated 
whether Haywood will attend the 
Thursday arraignment or will waive 
his rights to the formal procedure. 

If Haywood were to waive his ar- 
raignment rights, the judge would 
automatically set a trial date for the 
two Cases.
